DIVISION OF SEPARATE 
ESTATES BY STATUTE 
EXPLAINED. 
The death of an intestate per­ 
son (one who has made no wlil) 
may give rise to many problems 
regarding distribution of his sep­ 
arate estate. 
In the preceding 
column we Investigated the man­ 
ner of dividing the community 
estate upon the death of a hus­ 
band or wife. 
Now we shall see 
that, where separate property is 
involved, a completely different 
set of rules applies in determining 
heirship 
and 
apportioning 
the 
estate among the rightful claim­ 
ants. 
It may he well to recall that 
the separate estate of a husband 
or wife includes property owned 
by either before marriage, and 
that which is acquired after m ar­ 
riage by gift or inheritance. 
Any 
other property acquired after m ar­ 
riage is presumed by law to be 
community property until the con­ 
trary is clearly proved. 
Now, here is a general idea as 
to how’ your separate property 
will be divided if you do not make 
a will with contrary provisions 
prior to your death. 
If your husband or wife sur­ 
vives and if, in addition, there are 
surviving children or descendants 
of previously deceased 
children, 
the children and their descendants 
immediately obtain a full (fee) 
title in two-thirds of the real 
estate* involved. 
The surviving 
spouse receives a life interest in 
the remaining one-third of the real 
property, which passes on to the 
children 
and 
their 
descendants 
upon th# death of the spouse. 
Th# rule for distributing per­ 
sonal property 
cash, stocks and 
bonds, 
furniture 
or 
any 
other 
items not constituting real estate 
-—is different. 
Here the surviv­ 
ing spouse gets full ownership of 
one-third, and the children and 
their descendants inherit the bal­ 
ance. 
Now suppose your husband or 
wife survives, but there ar# no 
surviving children or their de­ 
scendants. 
In this case the sur­ 
viving spouse inherits all of the 
personal property Involved. 
W ith regard to real estate, the 
survivor obtains full title to one- 
half, and the other half is divided 
between your mother and father, 
if both survive you. 
If only one 
of them survives, he or she re­ 
ceives only half of this portion, 
and the other half (one one-fourth 
of the entire real estate) will be 
divided among your brothers and 
sisters 
(and 
their descendants) 
who survive 
If there are no sur­ 
viving brothers and sisters and 
their descendants, then the one 
surviving parent inherits the full 
one-half. 
Where no parent survives, but 
there are brothers and sisters and 
descendants, the full one-half is 
divided among these survivors. 
And, if there are no parents or 
brothers and sisters (and their 
descendants) surviving, then the 
surviving husband or wife inherit* 
all of the real estate.

"What s your safe speed?" 
E. C. McFadderr of Dallas, pres- 
dent of Texas Safety Association, 
Inc., asked that question of Texas 
drivers this week as he discussed 
the current speed control program 
of the Texas Safety Association, 
Department of Public Safety and 
the National Safety Council. Slo­ 
gan of the program is; "Don't Be 
Hurry Bug — Slow Down and 
Live!" 
"What is a safe speed for one 
person may be suicidal for an­ 
other," McFadden continued. “We 
are all individuals and we do not 
leave our individuality behind us 
when we step behind the wheel.” 
McFadden 
pointed 
out 
that 
there is a wide difference between 
people In such things as Judg-

a slower pace than that of the 
Individual who habitually makes i 
sound split-second decisions and is 
blessed with 20-20 vision and iron 
nerves in the bargain," McFadden 
said. 


He made the further point that 
what may be a safe speed for a 
person today may be too fast for 
him tomorrow. 
"If you’re tired, worried or un­ 
der par physically, you can't con­ 
trol your car or cope with traffic 
as efficiently as you can when 
you’re relaxed and in good health,” 
McFadden said. 
“So make it a 
rule to let today’s state of mind 
and body dictate today’s speed.”

Above-Normal Rainfall Puts 
Needed Moisture in Ground 


Total Fall for 
Year Measures 
Over 13 Inches 


Rainfall average for the Ham ­ 
lin area has been greatly improv­ 
ed so far during 1955 over the 
past four years, a tabulation of 
the gauged amounts of precipita­ 
tion recorded at the government 
rain gauge by The Herald reveals. 


Moreover, the average for the 
first six months of the year has 
been raised by rains since Jan u­ 
ary to 10.84 inches from the 9.38 
inch average held through June 
of 1954. 
In fact, the drouthy 
years of 1950, 1951, 1952, 1953 
and 1954 nearly knocked the sec­ 
tion’s rain record into a cocked 
hat. 
Crop production, naturally, has 
reflected the drouth as any farm­ 
er or merchant in the area will 
testify. 
Total rainfall for the year, as 
recorded by the gauge at the city 
pump station arid maintained by 
Hamlin for 14 years, rainfall has 
been erratic, as reference to the 
table planted on page six of to­ 
day’s paper attest. Already the 
fall for 1955 of 13.13 inches sur- 
Bill Bountree, city water super­ 
intendent, amounts to 13.13 inches. 
This above-normal record is music 
to the ears of drouth-w'eary resi­ 
dents of these parts. 
B y months, rainfall in 1955 has 
been tabulated at: January, .81 
of an inch; February, .34; March, 
.07: April, 2.06; May, 4.05: and 
June, 5.80.

Dodge Chassis to 
Be Used for New 
Hamlin Fire Truck 


New fire truck purchased last 
week by the City Council will 
be constructed on a Dodge chassis, 
it was announced Tuesday morn­ 
ing'fallowing submission of bids 
by three concerns on the chassis. 
Bid of 82,794.25 for a Model 
R-8 Dodge, submitted by John F. 
Green Motor Company, was low. 
Bids of $3,036.05 for a GMG 450 
submitted by Carl Young and of 
$3,047.02 for a Ford F-800 sub­ 
mitted by Hamlin Motor Company 
also were tabulated. 
The Dodge chassis will he pow­ 
ered by a 193-horsopower eight- 
cylinder motor and have a gross 
capacity of 22,500 pounds. 
At the called session Tuesday 
morning the proposed budget for 
the ensuing year was approved. 
Proration of the $1.50 tax reve­ 
nue* was divided, $1.10 for the 
general fund and 40 cents for debt 
service.

"Speeders lose, so slow down 
and Jive!* 


In these words E. C. McFadden 
of Dallas, president of the Texas 
Safety Association, Inc., this week 
warned impatient motorists of the 
Hamlin area that excessive speed 
is a losing game. 


McFadden spoke in support of 
the June speed control program 
sponsored by the Texas Safety 
Association, Department of P u b ­ 


lic Safely and the National Safety 
Council. 


' Speeders lose money because 
excessive speed is hard on the 
pocketbook,” McFadden said. "Th* 
car that burns up the road at a 
fast pace also burns up gas and 
oil at a much faster rate than 


the car that travels at a moder­ 
ate speed. 
And it wears out its 
tires 
and 
brakes 
hetore 
their 
time.” 


McFadden 
also 
believes 
that 
speeders lose 
respect. 
Ainoi • 
ran jam his font on the .icrpjeia 


tor. he said but it requires good 
judgment to decide what speed is 
safe 
under 
existing 
conditions. 
Therefore, the driver who follow's 
the latter course is the one who 
makes a better impression. 
McFadden's 
next 
observation 
may come as a surprise to many 
drivers. 
Speeders, he said, often 
lose time. 
Traveling at a faster 
rate ut 
speed than the traffic 
■round them rutting in and out, 
racing 
tor 
t raft ic 
lights, 
may 
cause 
time 
consuming 
traffic 
jams. 


"But, of course, the greatest 
loss to the speeder is the loss of 
safety,” 
McFadden 
said 
"As 
j speed increases, the driver’s con­ 
trol ( f his car decreases. 
An acci­ 
dent is more likely to happen, and 
an 
accident 
occurring 
at 
high 
‘■speed is f ir more likely to cause 
a fatality than one occurring at 
Iou' '.per»d.”

The death of an intestate per­ 
son (one who has made no will) 
may give rise to many problems 
regarding distribution of his sep­ 
arate estate.

It may he well to recall that 
the separate estate of a husband 
or w’ife includes property owned 
by either before marriage, 
and 
that which is acquired after mar­ 
riage by gift or inheritance. 
Any 
other property acquired after mar­ 
riage is presumed by law to be 
community property until the con­ 
trary is clearly proved. 
Now', here is a general idea as 
to how’ your separate 
property 
w ill be divided if you do not make 
a 
will with contrary provisions 
prior to your death. 
If your husband or wife sur­ 
vives and if, in addition, there are 
surviving children or descendants 
of previously deceased 
children, 
the children and their descendants 
immediately obtain a full 
(feel 
title in 
two-thirds of the real 
estate * involved. 
The 
surviving 
spouse receives a life interest in 
the remaining one-third of the real 
property, which passes on to the 
children 
and 
their 
descendants 
upon the death of the spouse. 
The rule for distributing per­ 
sonal property -cash. stocks and 
bonds, 
furniture 
or 
any 
other 
items not constituting real estate 
— is different. 
Here the surviv­ 
ing spouse gets full ownership of 
one-third, and the children and 
their descendants inherit the bal­ 
ance. 


Now suppose your husband or 
wife survives, but there are no 
surviving children or their de­ 
scendants. 
In this case the sur­ 
viving spouse Inherits all of the 
personal property involved. 
W ith regard to real estate, the 
survivor obtains full title to one- 
haif, and the other half is divided 
between your mother and father, 
if both survive you. 
If only one 
of them survives, he or she re­ 
ceives only half of this portion, 
and the other half (one one-fourth 
of the entire real estate) will be 
divided among your brothers and 
sisters 
(and 
their descendants) 
who survive. 
If there are no sur­ 
viving brothers and sisters and 
their descendants, then the one 
surviving parent inherits the full 
one-half. 


Where no parent survives, but 
there are brothers and sisters and 
descendants, the full one-half is 
divided among these survivors. 
And, if there are no parents or 
brothers and sisters 
(and their 
descendants) surviving, then the 
surviving husband or wife inherits 
all of the real estate.

He made the further point that

you're relaxed and in good health,” 
McFadden said. 
“ So make it a 
rule to let today’s state of mind 
and body dictate today’s speed.”
